Melaka’s population is a polyglot of 
races comprising Malays, Chinese, 
Indians, descendants of the Portuguese 
and the Baba-Nyonya community 
who have adopted much of the 


Malay culture into theirs. 


Melaka's Peranakan Architecture 


subsequently embraced Islam and 
established the foundations of an 
empire which reached its heyday 


during the reign of Sultan Mansor 


Shah. 


Its lucrative spice trade and 
importance as a sea port made it a 
prized possession in the Far East, 


resulting in the Portuguese conquest 


in 1511. After 130 years of 


Portuguese rule, the Dutch wrested 
control of Melaka in 1641 and ruled 


the state until 1826 when it was 


Encompassing an area of 658 sq.km, 
Melaka is located on the south- 
western coast of Peninsular 
Malaysia, about 147 km or a 2 hours 
drive from Kuala Lumpur. The 
capital of the state is Melaka City, 
also dubbed as Malaysia’s Historical 
City. 


An exiled Hindu prince from 
Sumatra by the name of 
Parameswara founded the state in 
1400 and became the first ruler of 


the famed Melaka Sultanate. He 








St. John’s Fort 

St. John’s Fort is strategically located 
atop St. John’s Hill, 3 km from the 
city centre. Built by the Dutch in the 
18th century, it was once a 
Portuguese chapel dedicated to 
John, the Baptist. It is interesting to 
note that the gun embrasures of the 
fort face inland and not towards the 
sea. This was to counter attacks by 
the enemy from the hinterland and 
not from the sea.

St. Paul’s Church 

Located on a hillock behind the A 
Famosa, St. Paul’s Church was built 
by Duerte Coelho, a Portuguese 
captain. After the Dutch conquest of 
Melaka, the church was converted 
into a burial ground and renamed St. 
Paul’s Church. The tombstones 
found here have Latin and Dutch 
inscriptions. The body of St. Francis 
Xavier, was laid in the open grave 
here in 1553 before being shipped to 
Goa, India.

centre of Melaka city. It is a fine 
example of Dutch masonry and 
woodwork skills. Today, it houses 
the Melaka Museum, which has a 
special History Department and a 
section on Ethnography. Visitors 
can find excellent artifacts on 
display such as traditional 
bridal costumes and authentic 
relics from Melaka’s past. The 
nearby clock tower and 
fountain which was dedicated 

to Queen Victoria in 1904 are 


popular subjects for photography.

Visitors to the state invariably head 
for the city of Melaka as most of the 
historical attractions in the state are 
located within the city. Of particular 
interest is the Heritage Trail within 
the city centre where the major 
historical sites can be found. It is 
best to take a walking tour to the 
various spots. One can also take a 
leisurely trishaw ride through the 
city’s narrow, winding streets and 
allow one’s imagination to be stirred 
by the images of a bygone era. 


PLACES OF INTEREST 

A Famosa 

The Porta de Santiago is part of 
a fortress of the A Famosa, built 
by the Portuguese in 1511. It 
was damaged by the Dutch 
during an attack. Timely 
intervention by Sir Stamford 
Raffles in 1808, saved the fort 
from destruction and its 
gateway still stands today. 


Stadthuys 

The Stadthuys is believed to 
be the oldest Dutch building 
in the East. |) was built in 
1641 to serve as the 
official residence of the 
Dutch Governors. The 
Stadthuys is situated

Hang Jebat’s Mausoleum 


Hang Tuah’s well is located in 
Kampong Duyung, the birth place of 
the legendary warrior where he 
spent his childhood among four of 
his good friends who would later 
become the famous knights of 
Melaka. Mausoleums have also been 
erected in memory of two of his 
comrades, Hang Jebat and Hang 
Kasturi. 


Tun Teja’s Mausoleum is the 
gravesite of a noble man's daughter 
from Pahang who was convinced by 
Hang Tuah to marry Sultan Mahmud 
Shah of Melaka. She died a queen in 
Merlimau about 24 km from Melaka 
town, while retreating with members 
of the Melaka royal family from the 
Portuguese attack in 1511. 





Hang Tuah's Well 


St. Peter's Church 

This is the only church in Malaysia 
with a life-size alabaster statue of the 
Dead Lord Before The Resurrection. 
Built by the Portuguese in 1710 with 
its architectural style blending to that 
of Oriental and Occidental. 


Christ Church 

Another fine example of Dutch 
architecture using timber. The 
exquisite craftsmanship of this 
church dating back to 1153, is best 
seen in the hand made pews as well 
as in the déiling beams which were 
constructed without joints. 


Hang Tuah's Mausoleum is located 
at Jalan Klebang. Hang Tuah was 
Melaka's greatest warrior during the 
reign of Sultan Mansor Shah. As the 
commander of Melaka’s naval 
forces, he defended the thriving port 
from being attacked by the Siamese 
and Achinese. Hang  Tuah's 
outstanding loyalty and his prowess 
as a warrior earned him a popular 
place in the history of Melaka. 
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St. Francis Xavier’s Church 


St. Francis Xavier’s Church 

This church was built by Father 
Farve, a priest of the French Foreign 
Mission. Based on Gothic-style 
architecture, it was built in 
dedication to St. Francis Xavier also 
known as Apostle of the East, who 


spread catholicism in South East Asia _ 


during the 16th century. 


Christ Church 
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Cultural Museum providing 
interesting glimpses into the glorious 


era of the Melaka Sultanate. 


Located along Jalan Tun Tan Cheng 
Lock, the Baba and Nyonya 
Heritage Museum is the ancestral 
home of 3 generations of a Baba 
Nyonya family. These straits-born 
Chinese have adopted much of the 
Malay culture into theirs. The 


museum provides interesting insights 


Melaka Sultanate Palace 
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Baba-Nyonya Heritage Museum 


The Melaka Sultanate Palace is an 
impressive recontruction of the 
original palace of the former Malay 
rulers of Melaka. Located at the foot 
of St. Paul's Hill, its architecture is 
based on the description of the 
palace given in the Malay annals 
written by Munshi Abdullah. It 


presently serves as the Melaka 










Hang Li Poh's Well 


Literally meaning ‘Chinese Hill’ 
Bukit China is the largest Chinese 
cemetery outside China with tombs 
dating back to the Ming Dynasty. 
This hill was presented to the 
followers of Hang Li Po, who had 


been given in marriage by the 


Emperor of China to the Sultan of 


Melaka. 


Built in 1459, Hang Li Po's well 
located at the foot of Bukit China 
served as the only source of water 
during great droughts. The Dutch 
enclosed it with stout walls in 1677 


to maintain their ultimate right to the 


well. 


the country. The building was 
constructed with materials totally 
imported from China, with ornate 


carvings and excellent lacquer work. 


Sam Po Kong temple is dedicated to 
Admiral Cheng Ho, the great 
Chinese mariner and is named after 
a fish believed to have miraculously 
saved the admiral’s ship from sinking 


during a storm.

Instead of the 
usual minarets, these mosques have 


pagoda-like structures. 


The tomb of Sultan Hussain of Johor, 
the ruler who signed the agreement 
ceding Singapore to the British, is 
located within the compound of the 
Tranquerah Mosque. 


Cheng Hoon Teng Temple built in 


1646 is the oldest Chinese temple in 
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Sam Poh Kong Temple 
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into the priceless heirloom unique to 


the Baba Nyonya heritage. 


The Proclamation of Independence 
Memorial Building was constructed 
in 1912 and is significant as the 
place where the first Prime Minister 
of Malaysia, Tunku Abdul Rahman 
Putra Al-Haj, read the historical 
document proclaiming independence 
for the country in 1956. Among the 
historical exhibits on display is the 
car that the former Prime Minister 
used for his journey to Melaka after 
his successful negotiation in London 


for the nation's independence. 


Melaka boasts of some of the oldest 
mosques in the country. The 
Kampong Hulu mosque built in 
1728 by Dato' Shamsuddin as well 
as the 600 year old Tranquerah 
Mosque and the Kampong Keling 
Mosque feature ລ unique 
architectural style, consisting of a 


three-tiered pyramid structure

EATING OUT 


Because of its multi-ethnic 


influence, food in Melaka is largely 


an exciting combination of 


Portuguese, Chinese, Indian and 
Malay style cooking. A blend of 
Chinese-Malay cooking can be 
enjoyed when one chooses to eat at 
a Nyonya restaurant. Some local 
Nyonya favourites are acar, sambal, 
duck soup with salted vegetables, 
chicken kapitan, chicken cooked in 
coconut milk blended with fresh 
spices and otak-otak - a snack 
consisting of minced fish, coconut 
milk and spices steamed in a 


wrapping of banana leaf.

For a taste of Portuguese cooking, 
one can try Devil's Curry which is a 
spicy chicken dish with a unique 
sour and spicy taste. Melaka also 
Offers its own version of the famous 
satay, called satay celup. It consists 
of skewered prawns, squid, cockles, 
fish, meat and vegetables that are 
dipped into a unique spicy peanut 
sauce.

To get to other historical sites and 
tourist spots, it is advisable to take a 
taxi or the local bus from the Jalan 
Tun Ali Terminal located off Jalan 
Hang Tuah, the town's main 
thoroughfare. 


Melaka’s resort islands of Pulau 
Besar and Pulau Upeh are accessible 
by a short boat ride from the 
Shahbandar jetty in Melaka town, 
situated by the Melaka River close to 
the Melaka Tourist Information 
Centre. Alternatively, one can also 
get to Pulau Besar by taking a bus to 
Umbai on the coast just south of 
Melaka town and proceed by boat to 
the island from the Pengkalan Pernu 
Jetty. 





GETTING AROUND 


It is best to take a walking tour of the 
main historical area located along 
Jalan Kota and Jalan Gereja as many 
of the city’s attractions are found 
here. They include the Stadthuys, 
Christ Church, St. Paul’s Church, 
A'Famosa, Museum Rakyat, Malaysia 
Youth Museum, Infokraf, Proclamation 
of Independence Memorial and the 
Cultural Museum.

Melaka Historic City Celebration 

- This is an annual event to 
commemorate the Declaration of 
Melaka as the Historic City of 
Malaysia which falls on 15th April.

- This festival is held at the 
Portuguese settlement towards the 
end of June. The festival is 
celebrated to commemorate the 
birthday of St. Peter, the patron 
saint of fishermen. Special prayers 
and a fiesta are held to thank the 
saint for protecting the Portuguese 
fishing community.

This palace was completed in 1933 
and is the current residence of the 
Sultan of Johor. The building is 
surrounded by beautiful gardens and 
its spectacular 32-metres tower is a 
city landmark. 


Johor Art Gallery 

Located at Jalan Petri, the Johor Art 
Gallery holds an interesting 
collection of historical costumes, 
weapons, currency, manuscripts, 
ceramics and paintings. The gallery, 
built in 1910, offers an interesting 
journey through Johor's history.

Royal Abu Bakar Museum 

A favourite spot for shutterbugs, this 
former palace built in 1866 during 
the reign of Sultan Abu Bakar, the 
‘Father of Modern Johor’ is a 
stunning sight with its imposing 
Anglo-Malay architecture, magnificent 
domes and distinctive blue roof. It is 
now the royal museum housing the 
crown jewels, historical artifacts and 
other priceless heirlooms of the 
Johor royal family. Visitors will be 
impressed with its beautiful and 
immaculate Japanese-style gardens 
containing a variety of plants, 
orchids and ferns. Located within the 
palace grounds, the Mawar Gift 
Shop is an ideal place for buying 
souvenirs. 


Sultan Abu Bakar Mosque 

Perched atop a hill overlooking the 
Straits of Johor, not far from the 
Grand Palace, the Sultan Abu Bakar 
mosque is regarded as one of the 
most beautiful mosques in Malaysia. 
It was completed in 1900 after 
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Visitors to this floral paradise will be 
able to view over 80 species. of 
exotic tropical orchids. There is also 
an educational corridor within this 
Valley where one can gain valuable 
knowledge about tropical orchids. 
Visitors can also purchase cut- 
orchids and plants as well as pretty

An hour’s drive north of Johor Bahru, 
this popular transit point on the 
North-South Expressway is well 
known for its Aw Pottery. A wide 
range of ceramic ware is available 
including vases and jars, home 
ornamental pieces, flower pots and 
other attractive gift items. It is also a 
good place to sample local tidbits 
such as prawn crackers, tapioca 


chips, steamed corn and ‘otak-otak’.

Orchid Valley is located along the 
19th Mile, Pontian Road. The Valley 
spans a massive 100 acres of land at

Johor Lama 

Once the royal seat of the Johor 
Empire, Johor Lama is a little village 
30 km from Johor Bahru. This 
former capital was raided and 
destroyed by the Portuguese in 
1587. History buffs will be able to 


see its restored earth mound fort. 


Kukup 

The fishing village of Kukup located 
near Pontian in the south-west 
corner of Johor is famous for its 
seafood restaurants. A unique sight 
here are the houses built on wooden 
stilts connected to each other by 


wooden plankways. 


The delicious variety of seafood 
dishes served by the restaurants in 
Kukup make it a great dining spot by 


the sea. 


A sight to behold enroute to Kukup 
is the vast pineapple plantations 


near the town of Pontian. 


A short drive from Kukup is Tanjung 
Piai, the southern most tip of 
mainland Asia, about 75 km from 
Johor Bahru. It is famous for its 
mangrove swamplands, home to 
many exotic aquatic life-torms such 
as the multi-coloured mangrove 
crabs, beady-eyed mudskippers and 
crab-eating macaques. Another 
attraction here is to see how gula 
melaka (brown sugar) is processed 
the traditional way and the 


collection of honey at the honey

There are trails for those attempting 
the climb to the summit of this 
1,276 metre mountain. The Sagil 
Waterfall at the base of the 
mountain is a popular spot for 
picnicking. There is a resort for 
visitors who wish to extend their 
stay to enjoy the cool and refreshing 
natural environment. Gunung 
Ledang is accessible from Muar 
along the trunk road leading to 
Segamat. A quicker route is to travel 
along the North-South Expressway 
from Johor Bahru, exit at Tangkak 
and proceed eastwards from there. 


Kota Tinggi Waterfalls 

Located 56 km north-east of Johor 
Bahru, these waterfalls have been a 
traditionally favourite spot for 
picnicking among both local and 
foreign visitors. The highest 
waterfall cascades 32 metres into a 
pool. There are chalets for overnight 
accommodation as well as a 


camping site.

Endau-Rompin National Park 

Endau-Rompin National Park spans 
the borders of Johor and Pahang 
covering a vast area of 488 sq.km. 
This ancient tropical rainforest is 
home to a variety of large and small 
mammals, insects, fish and birds. It 
is said to be one of the last 
remaining sanctuaries of tropical 
flora and fauna in this region. 
Mostly hilly, the park is the 
watershed of several rivers 
including the Sungai Endau, Sungai 
Selai and Sungai Jasin. Places of 
interest here are the Orang Asli 
settlement in Kampong Peta and the 
waterfalls in Upeh Guling and 
Buaya Sangkut.
